Fiaiiknrt, Ky., January 21— Gov-' 
ernor Edwin P. Morrow was called up- 
on» a resojutioo offered in the Sen- 
A«''fneadxy by Senator Haynes Car- 
ter, a Democrat, to point out, withoot

^|blto-of so freqaently during: the re- 
c«it campaipn. 

' An immediate passage of the re- 
aihition» under a suspension of rules, 
vfas urged by Senator Carter, but 
Sjenator Sobert Antle, Republican ob- 
jected and moved that, the resolution 
be referred to the Committee mt Exe- 
cutive Affairs. This was done. 

When Governor Morrow was told 
of the resolution of Senator Carter, 
he said: "If the Democrats will only 
their eyes on outgoning officers "they 
keep their eyes on outgoing * officers 
they will see that all platform 
pledges in regard ^o useless offices 
are being kept, and that the brass- 
toed boots are getting in their dead- 
ly work. Fifteen or 20 Deputy Pire 
Sfaishals already have been removed 
from the payroll' of the state. A 
number of foresters soon are to be 
denied the ripht to roam the wild.s of 
Kentucky. Two chauffers license in- 
sjiectors have been removed. 

Senator Jacob Mctzer, of Newport, 
introduced a bill which would amend 
the -present election laws to ^ keep the 
polls open until 6 o'clock for the ac- 
colnimodation of voters, and increases 
fees of registration officers to $6 a 
day. Polls dose at 4 o'clock under the 
present law. 

Authority of the State Fair Com- 
pany to bond its plant in Louisville 
for $300,000 for new peimancnt build- 
ings is provided for in a bill offered 
by Senator Newton Bright. 

Owing^ to the deplorable condition 
of the Institute for Feeble Minded, 
due entirely, members say, to a lack 
. of. fund^ the Legislature appointed a 
jbiat committee to investigafii "land 
report at once the institution's needs. 
Se"nator^ 'Harlan, Miller, Bright, 
Branstetter and Burton and Repre- 
sentatives Huntsman, Dean, Stutlcz, 
Kauffman, Humpherys, Gossett and 
Thompson are to. investigate. 

Sensational charges were made that 
"children in full possession of all 
their mental faculties" have been 
transferred to the institute, and now 
are placed^ in constant contact and 
association with feeble-miaded chil- 
dren, a number of whom are addicted 
to vicious practices." 

' It also is charged "that conditions 
of feeding and housing in the insti- 
tute are not such as to promote the 
mental and physical welfare of its in- 
mates." 

^ Senator Jay Harlan, of Danville, 
offered measures covering a wide 
variety of subjects, foremost among 
which woulfl make it a felony pim- 
ishable by imprisonment to advocate 
or advise overthrow of (the Govern- 
ment by force, or to print action. 

A bill providing for registration of 
motor vehicles by County Clerks 
rathei' than the State Department 
was offered by Senator A. A. Demun- 
brum. 

The routine of the House was 
broken by a speech by former Gov- 
ernor James D. Black. He commend- 
ed Speaker J. F. Bosworth for hi.' 
'fairness, and the House members for 
their 'eyl^dent earnestness to get down 
to business. ' 

A bill offered today by Representa- 
tive R. G. Bryson would define and 
punish criminal syndicalism. 

Penalties for manufactorihg, sell; 
. iHg or transporting intoxfcating 
liquors are provided for in a bill in^ 
ttoduced by Representative Homer C- 
McLellen. The bill provides ""for the 
• forfeitut"e of any property where 
whisky is made or sold from which 
it is transported, limits the amount to 
be obtained by prescription from r 
dioiggist to one pint in ten days anif 
provides that extracts shall contain 
only one half of one percent alcohol. 

An enabling act permitting the 
Sta^ Boai^ of Health to form .eight 
new bureaus was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Joseph Bazaius.

Secretary Baker Says Effect 
Would Be To PracticaUy 
AboL^ Dqiartnieiit

Washington, Jan. 21-— The army 
reorganization bill today was en- 
doresd by Secretar\- Baker whc 
appeared before the Senate mili- 
tay subcom.mittee. He asserted 
it is a "most statesman like at- 
tempt to reorganize the army 
■jver made by any country." It 
provides for compulsory military 
training and the formation of one 
i)ig army to be divided into a citi- 
zens 'reserve army, a regular 
army of Zi-iO.OOG men, and thie na- 
tional guard. 

While disclaiming any "person- 
al interest, or almost none," Ba- 
ker opposed the provisions mak- 
ing General Pershing Chief of 
Staff. He said the effect would 
i)e to abolish tlu- War Depart- 
ment as long as Pershing is on the 
active list. *
